China is interested in higher 
education and partnerships with 
outside universities, for it sees educa- 
tion as a major instrument of indus- 
trial growth and national policy, said 
CSUS President Donald Gerth 
China ts a billion people working 
hard on a future,” he said in a speech 
Friday at CSUS 
Gerth recently returned froma 
16-day visit £0 mine universities and 
institutes of higher learning in north- 
ern China. Gerth joined the presidents 
and chancellors of five US. universi- 
ties On the trip. He met with the 
Chinese minister of education as well 
as with other officials in the institu- 
tions themselves 
“They that if they are to 
succeed as a nation — sustain a major 
industrial effort over the next 15 years 
they will have to expand their 
higher education base from the pres- 
ent 1.3 million to 50 or 60 million,” 
Gerth said

His name appears daily in 225 
newspapers in the world, but it is nota 
household one. His creation is proba- 
bly more recognizable, but Kevin 
Fagan does not really mind 

Fagan, 28, a former CSUS stu- 
dent, is the creator of the “Drabble” 
cartoon 

The cartoon made its debut at 
Saddleback College in Mission Viejo, 
Calif. Fagan went to the editor of the 
college newspaper at the urging of a 
friend who had seen his doodles in 
class. The paper was locking for a 
artoonist and Fagan got the job 


In 1975, the birth year of “Drab- 
ble”, the character was called “Mur- 
ray."’ When Fagan transferred to 
CSUS in 1976 as a history major, 
‘Murray’ ran in The State Hornet 
each week 

“The character looked a lot differ- 
ent then. He wore glasses, had longer 
hair and a beard,” said Fagan. “When 
United Features Syndicate (UFS) 
bought the cartoon idea, they suggested 
I change the name and looks of the 
character. Drabble seemed to fit.” 

Fagan described Drabble’s humor 
as “subtle and sophisticated. The 
humor is based on the characters, not 
the one-liners of the chacacters. 


“The ideas come from my expe- 
riences. He's a  \llege student and | 
draw a lot from my years tn college.” 

One thing Fagan learned in col- 
lege was not to put his friends into the 
comic strip. “I put a friend of mine in 
because he asked me to, and then he 
said, ‘I don’t look like that, and I'd 
never say something that stupid.’ The 
character Wendy is a composite of 
several girls I knew in college, but 
nothing .s very identifiable,” said 
Fagan 

“There's no standard way to draw 
a cartoon,” he said. “it’s become a 
way o life. It can’t be turned off and

Will Green is the owner of Wil- 
lie's Playground, a toy store for 
grown-ups in downtown Sacra- 
mento. He advocates adult play. “I 
think toys are really important be- 
cause childhood times are special 
umes in most cases, and the mnocence 
and naivete and playfulness of child- 
hood can be recaptured all through 
your life if you have certain things 
which facilitate your recapturing it 


One of those things is having good 
toys,” Green says. 

Green's marketing motto is “Isn't 
it time you began your second child- 
hood?” He believes that toys are a 
natural way to re-experience the zest 
of that time. “I’m just a big kid at 
heart,” he says. “I never grew up and 
don't intend to.” 

The underlying philosophy be- 
hind being an adult who plays with 
toys ts that it helps alleviate stress and 
iS 2n alternative to the drugs and 
alcohol so many people turn to. “It's a 


natural way for people to unstress and 
have a good ume,” he says. 

Most of us stopped playing with 
toys long ago because society told us 
we had to grow up and become 
responsible adults. Green, on the 
other hand, believes in being an 
“ungrown-up.” 

“An ungrown-up,” he says, “is a 
person over the age of 21 who makes 
a conscious decision not to act his age 
for at least a portion of the day and 
Chooses instead to let the free child

Fagan carnes a notepad wherever 


he goes because he never knows when 

an idea might surface. He likes the 

variety of his job and its flexible ON. 
schedule. And tt is a job 

“Usually by 9 a.m. I'm sitting at 
the drawing board. There's always 
something to do — inking, thinking of 
ideas or answering mail. I'm often 
working,” said Fagan 

The cartoon strip is not the only 
form in which ‘Drabble’ appears 
Fagan has done greeting cards and his 
third book, “Drabble in the Fast 
Lane,” will be out next March. He ts 
looking forward to its release 

“The syndicate has a licensing 
department. Through that, the literary 
agents make the book deals and 
another department handles the 
cards. The syndicate lets me know it 
has made a book deal or carc deal, so 
there is always something to work 
on,” said Fagan 

The cartoon ran for the two years 
Fagan attended CSUS, 1976-78. It 
began as something for his own 
amusement, but “a shot in the dark” 
turned his hobby intoa successful 
Career 

He found syndicate addresses in 
books and magazines, and spoke with 
other cartoonists. In July 1977 he 
sent his ideas to a dozen syndicates 
and waited for a response 

“The wait was really hard. There 
were two smaller syndicates who 
expressed an interest, but | decided to 
wait for a larger syndicate, one with 
more potential for me. I didn't see a 
reason to rush into something 

“December was the first contact ! 
had with UPS. They suggested I work 
on it for a couple of months and send 
some more cartoons. Finally in 
March 1978, the phone call came that 
they were interested in buying all the 
nghts to ‘Drabble,’ ” said Fagan 

He got “side-tracked” after UFS 
accepted his idea and gave him a year 
to work on it. He fell three units shy of 
completing his history degree in 1978 
One day he would like to complete 
his studies, but drawing takes up a lot 
of his time. 

If ‘Drabble’ had not been as 
successful as it is — a cartoon syndi- 
cated in 70 papers is considered a 
success, and the cartoonist is usually 
able to make a living at drawing 

Fagan would “probably be teach- 
ing at a high school or college. 

“History and teaching are two 
areas I've been interested in and 
enjoy,” he explained. 

One of these days Fage > might 
teach history, but now he is content to 
“make ‘Drabble’ as good as I can. I'd 
like to have it syndicated in several 
hundred more newspaper 

In 1979, US Magazine voted 
Fagan one of the fastest-rising people 
in America. ‘Drabble’ has reached its 
present 225-paper level in just five 
years, $0 he might meet his goal of 
more syndicates

Travel The Stage

A buzz saw mournfully wailed as 
the blades transformed timber into 
scenery. Actors and actresses shed 
themselves, intently pursuing the 
embodiment of their characters. Stage 
lights drifted about aimlessly seeking

A play under construction ts a 
drama within itself: a triangle of 
repetition, refinement and perfection 
This scenario was plaved out at the 
Theater E}] Dorado in Placerville 

The recipient of this intense scrut 
iny is Geoffrey Chaucer's [4th cen- 
tury masterpiece, Canterbury Lales It 
is a rich tapestry of medieval Eng 
land’s persona and personalities. The 
backdrop for Chaucer's saucy tales 1s 
the annual spring pilgrimmage to 
Canterbury and the shrine of St 
Thoma: a Beckett. The theme of the 
tales does not revolve around the 
sainted Beckett, but on the more 
earthy and fragile pilgrims 

The four tales being staged by the 
company of Theater El Dorado are 
the “Miller's Tale,” “Steward’s Tale,” 
“Merchant's Tale” and “The Wife « 
Bath's Tale.” According to Betsy 
Warren, assistant director, tiese 
particular tales were chosen, because 
down through the ages, they echo a 
labor of love,” said Warren, to bring 
Chaucer's classic to life, especially 
when cast and crew receive personal 
rather than monetary rewards for 
their diligence 

The director of Chaucer's hand)- 
work is Chrissie Gano, a journalism- 
drama teacher at Independence High 
School and a veteran of civic theater 
She described Canterbury Tales as 4 
“lush feast of rowdy adult comedy.” 
Her commitment is to present the 
play in a robust, fast-moving, light- 
hearted manner. Gano’s greatest 
compliment to Chaucer ts to adhere 
to the author's theme.
